She Stajpered to Her Feet and Started 

for the Boat, Believiiip Herself I'n- 
liurt — On Keachiiip the Vessel 
She Fafnteti and Kxpired. 

Gknkva. ^Switzerland. Sept. 12. — Em- 
press Elizabeth of Au-stria had been 
here a few da\*s ami was leavinjr Gen- 
eva for ^loutreanx. where she in- 
tended to stay for some time. 

She left her hotel for the steamboat 
at 12;-lo p. m. C)n her way from the 
liotel to the pier she was assault- 
ed by a man, who ruslied up to her and 
struck her. The empress fell, but 
stajrjfered to her feet and started on 
ag-ain for the boat, believing herself 
unhurt J'hc reached the steamer, 
which the captain, after some hesita- 
tion, ordered to proceed, only doing.so. 
however, at the command of her maj- 
esty. 

Shortly after the boat put off the 
empress fainted and the steamer re- 
turned to the pier. Her majest3’ was 
taken ashore at once and carried to 
lier hotel, where she expired a little 
later without regaining conscious- 
ness. It was then found she had 
been stabbed and that the assassin's 
stiletto had reached her heart. The 
assassin was arrested, and proved to 
be an Italian anarchist named Luc- 
eheni, who said that he was born in 
J’aris. 

The news of the murder of the em- 
press spread rapidly through the cit^’. 
almost stupefj'ing tlie people with 
liorror. 

London, .‘^ept. 12.— The stor^* of the 
assassination of the empress of Aus- 
tria reached here througli the I’aris of- 
lice of the Havas news agenej*. .The 
French foi'eign office eonllrms the re- 
port of the assassination of the em- 
press of Austria. 

ViKNNA, Sept. 12. — The plans for the 
funeral of the late Empress Elizabeth, 
wiio was assassinated b\- an anarchist 
Saturday at Geneva, contemplate 
bringing the remains to Vienna next 
Thursday^, a l3nng-in -state on Frida3’ 
and the obsequies of interment on Sat- 
urda3’. 

Every flag in the city was at half 
mast !>unaa3*, ^be theaters, races 
and other amusements are suspended 
indeffnitel3'. 

All the archdukes and the Arch- 
duches Marie Valerie have arrived at 
Schoenbrunn. 

Hkknk, Switzerland, Sept. 12. — The 
federal council met Monda3’ morning 
and sent the following tele<rram to 
Emperor Francis Joseph: 

‘•The Swiss federal council has the 
honor to express to your majesty its 
profoundest grief and deepest indig- 
nation at the horrible crime to which 
Her Majest3" Empress Elizabeth has 
fallen victim. Our pain and indigna- 
tion are still the greater owing to the 
foul crime having been committed on 
Swiss territor3', where the departed, 
as slie had often done before, was 
seeking rccoverv from bodil3’ suft'er- 
ings, which recover3', as on previous 
occasions, .'-.he had ever3’ hope of find- 
ing. 

**The council hastens to assure \’our 
majesty, at the same time of its own 
warmest sympathy’ and that of the 
whole kSwis.s people in the irreparable 
loss your majest3’, fbe imperial house 
and the peoples of Austria and Hun- 
gary have suffered through 3 0ur ex- 
alted lad3’'s death." 

The flag on the federal building is 
at half-mast. The council reassem- 
bled Sunday afternoon to receive re- 
ports regarding the crime aud to con- 
sider the steps te be taken. It is ex- 
iK'cted that the judicial authorities of 
the Canton of Vaud will conduct the 
inquiiw and the trial. 

Gknkva, SepL 12.— The autopsy 
showed that the lung as well as the 
iieart was pierced. 

No strangers are allowed to approach 
tlie coflin of the murdered Empress 
Elizabeth. Ihe body* is embalmed and 
is dressed in white. 

Ihe doctors photogranhed tiie 
wound, but the plate will be destroyed. 

It is understood that Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph will not leave Austria, but 
will send high couru officials to take 
the body to Vienmu Flowers are ar- 
riving in profusion. 

The assassin maintains his cynical 
demeanor and frankly congratulates 
himself on the success of his crime. 
He says: 

1 am an anarchist, but I belong to 
no committee. 1 acted on my own in- 
itiative. Let them do as thev like 
with me. That is my strength.” 

Gknkva, Sept. 1*2. — A file found late 
Sunday evening in the passage of a 
house on the Hue des .Ylpes has been 
identified by the assassin as the weapon 
he used. 

His name, though heretofore vari- 
ously given and published here as Lac- 
cheni, Lucchesi and Luccessi, is now 
said to be Luigini.

UNEASINESS IN HAVANA. 

AH Classes Are Awaiting the Arrival of the 

United States Military Commlssioa — 
Feeling of Mnch Impatience. 

Havana, Sept. H), — All cla-sses ar« 
impatiently awaiting the arrival of 
the United States military commis- 
sioners. The pu'olic has spent most of 
the da3’ gazing seaward or watching 
the flagstaff on El Morro for the sig- 
nal that the United States transport 
Resolute has been sighted. There is 
a feeling of downright impatience 
at the commission’s non-arrivaL 
The general public, especially the 
Cubans, seem to imagine that tlie ad- 
vent of the commission will immedi- 
ately change the entire siate of affairs; 
that prosp>erity will be in the wake of 
the commissioners; that the streets 
of Havana will be paved with gold 
coins and that Manna will fall from 
Heaven. 

Everybody- has some grievance to 
air or some plan to propose which it 
is fondly* imagining the comini.ssion 
yvill listen to and consider. One can 
really jriveno reason for the unbound- 
ed jo3* yvith yvhich the approach of tlie 
commissioners is ayvaited, the emotion 
is quite iu-sterical for tiie women and 
children are as mucii interested as the 
men. 

The cit3* Frida3’ yvore a holiday- as- 
pect and every reason is adduced for 
the dela3'. A morbid curiosit3* ou the 
subject affects all classes. No gather- 
ings. crowds or demonstrations, how- 
ever, yvill be permitted, 

Senor de Castro, civil governor of 
Havana, has requested Gen. Jllanco to 
issue a decree suspending the confisca- 
tion of cattle in the province, as has 
already been done in the province of 
Matunza.s. It is confidentl3’ e.xnected 
that Gen. Rlanco will adopt the sug- 
gestion and make the necessar3- order. 
The scarcit3' of cattle throughout the 
island is telling heavily- in every 
branch of agriculture. 

Senor de Castro Frtda3' issued an 
order to the presidents of the commit- 
tees having the soup kitchens in 
charge in Havana, directing them to 
use up the stock of supplies on hand 
and then to close the kitchens. 

The order asserts that the conditions 
which originally- renderetl nece.ssary 
by the establishment of the kitchens 
have noyv disappeared as. since the 
blockade yvas raised business and farm 
life have resumed their normal acliv- 
it3*, thus rendering charitable relief 
unnecessary. The order will go into 
effect Saturda3*. 

Advices from all the Cuban camps 
shoyv the sincerit3' of the desire of the 
insurgents to maintain order. 

All attempts at riot, \-iolence or rob- 
ber3* are summarily- punished by- im- 
prisonment. On September 3 five men 
belonging to the command of Eduardo 
Garcia were court-martialed l>3- the in- 
surgents at Matanzas and sentenced 
to l>e shot for a theft of money and 
cattle.

Some 
few’ boys know the ingenious Mr. lu- 
goldsby’’s parody' of the famous “speak- 
in’ piece,” beginning: “Xot a sou had 
he got, not a guinea or groat;” but in 
comparison with the boys who have 
assisted in burying Sir John, the nura- j 
ber of those who have helped put the 
doctor to bed is indeed small. 

But this is merely introductory’. 
Very few boys know* more of Sir.Tohn 
than that he was buried. As a matter 
of fact, he was born in Glasgow Xovem- 
ber 13, ITGl, and was killed at Corunna 
January IG. 1S09, 89 y ears ago, lie 
served for four years in this country' 
as a lieutenant, and in 1784 he was sent 
to ])arliament l\v his fnend the duke 
of Hamilton. He got a lieutenant 
colonelcy in 1788, when 27 y'ears old, 
and was promoted brigadier in four 
years or so. He took an important part 
in suppressing the Irish rebellion of 
’98. In 1808 he w*as sent to Sweden in 
command of an English force, and later 
in the year to Portugal. Thence he 
marched into Spain, and in that coun- 
try' made his reputation by a retrcj^t, 
the only' British sohlier who ever did 
so. He w ished to draw Xapoleon out of 
Andalusia and so procure a period of 
rest for that province. He began his 
ri’treat from Sahagun December 2.3, 
1808, and, fighting every day with svic- 
cess, finally reached Corunna on De- 
cember 31. He fought his last battle 
on January IG, covering the embarka- 
tion of a part of his army. Early in 
the day Moore was struck by' a cannon 
ball, w'hich crushed almost everv bone 
in his chest. He survived for several 
hours, pTcatly* to the surprise of the 
surgeons, and at night was buried by* 
his men.

"When their turns 
came the first was to speak “The Bur- 
ial of Sir John ^foore,” and the second 
was to recite !Mr. Ingoldsby’s “Inebri- 
ate.,” ami bring down the liouse.

])icce you’ve never heard before;” and 
in the laughter that aceonipanicd the 
“Burial,” the “Inebriate” found liimself 
overlooked.

COMBINATION FARM BUILDING. 

Tc arly for small repairs, which, if the 
farmer only had a few tools and a suit- 
able place in which to work, could 
often be saved. Indeed, a w orkshop on 
the farm is a necessity — an essential 
part of the farm machinery- — and in 
case a convenient spot is at hand the 
general farmer can do nothing better 
than erect a building similar to the 
one shown in the accompanying illus- 
tration. 

As can be seen, it is located against 
a bank. This affords a basement w hich 
for housing poultry and swine in win- 
ter is not easily, as far as warmth goes, 
to be surpassed. The second floor is 
for storing various agricultural tools 
and implements, from the hand to the 
wheel rake, and from the ordinary 
sickle to the mowing machine and 
reaper, while one corner — preferably 
on the sunny .>^ide — is partitioned off 
into a workshop. Being ecpiipped w Ith 
(1 work bench and heating apparatus, 
the farmer herein can pass mant' a 
stormy ilay, no matter what the sea- 
son of the year is, constructing berrj' 
and vegetable crates, mending harness 
or doing whatever tinkering work is 
required on the farm or in the house. 

An extensive set of tools is not re- 
quired. Simply a few of the most prac- 
ticable ones will suffice, such as vari- 
ous sized augers and bits, handsaws, 
square and scratch awls and a good 
vise, so that saw filing and the like can 
Ite done. I’aint and varnish should also 
be in stock, for then, not to mention 
any article w lilch has been made, the 
harrow’s, plow--, cultivators, and, in 
fact, all agricultural implements from 
which the ]iain’ has worn off may on 
coming in in autumn or at any other 
lime be brushed over, and so prevent 
the iron from rusting. Furthermore, 
there should he kept a shoemaker's 
outfit (it can be bought clicap to-day), 
for this comes handy in mending har- 
ness and so on. as well as boots and 
shoes. Best of all, however, the work 
and tools being confined by themselves, 
there is no dirt about the house or 
other buildings while the tools, if not 
c-arried away, are always in their 
jilace. The truth is. combining two 
buildings thus into one serves two 
highly desirable purposes — there is 
only one roof called for to cover both 
and for the animals housed upon the 
lower floor exceptionally warm quar- 
ters are ])rovided. — Frederick O. Sib- 
ley, in X. y. Tribune.

^Vhen a hor:e does not appear to 
thrive as he should on his food, and 
tlie most careful observation fails to 
account for his condition, it is wise to 
liave his teeth earefullv examined, es- 
jiecially the back jaw teeth or molars. 
An irregularity of these is often the 
unsuspected' source of the evil. The 
molars occasionally wear irregularly; 
fometime^ the upper border overlap- 
ping the external surface of the lower, 
while the internal surface of the lower 
rises to a corresponding height within 
the moutli. In such cases sharp points 
Bre found where the wear has been 
clighte.st, and t iiese roughnesses lacer- 
ate the inside of the cheek and cui the 
sides of the tongue, so that mastica- 
tion is performed not only with ditli- 
culty, but with [ ain. The I'onsequeivce 
is that the food is not properly pre- 
pared for tbe stomach, and ]>asses 
through it AVithout assimilating to a 
full extent il-s nutritive prineiples.- — 
Prairie Farmer.

^ Prof, lleniy' .rays, in Feeds and Feed- 
ing, the demand for well-fattened 
lambs steadily increases, the tender, 
juicy meat finding favor among Amer- 
icans. Not only do prices for fat 
lambs rule hig!i as compared with ma- 
ture sheep and farm animals general- 
ly. but there are other advantages in 
favor of feeding of Iambs before thej’ 
reach maturity. A given weight of 
•leed goes further with the lambs than 
mature sheep: the money invested is 
sooner returned, and there is less risk 
from death and accident. Thus, every- 
thing tends toward hurrying lambs to 
market as rapidly as they can be fat- 
tened and as early as they can be dis- 
posed of to secure ♦.he highest price. 



“Geese are peculiar,” said au old 
poultry salesman in ^Manhattan mar- 
ket. “Put them out in a rainstorm 
when they have a good thirst on and 
they r.re liable to die. About ten years 
ago I was engaged by a firm to go out 
through the west ami buy live geese 
and chickens. I bought ten ear loads, 
jmt them in crates and started east. 
The geese were in the crates nearest 
the floor of the open car — that’s thf 
regular way to ship them — and on top 
of them were piled the chicken crates. 

“We got about ten miles from St. Jo- 
scph. Mo.. Avhen the load on one of the 
cars saggeci. and the whole pile of 
crates was spilled on the side of the 

♦ rack. In piling the crates on again 
the geese were placed on top. I knew 
I was taking chances, because a rain- 
storm meant death to the geese, but 

j there didn’t seem to be any storm in 
•sight, and I thought we could make 
i St. Joseph and shift the load there. 
The train had only gone a short dis- 
tance when a storm came up so sud- 
denly that the rain was falling almost 
a^ soon as the clouds were noticed. 
The geese had been without water for 
some hours, and the moment thev felt 
the rain they were stretching their 
necks through the openings between 
the slats and holding their bills open 
to catch the drops. Well, I got an old 
coat and laid it over as many of the 
crates as it would cover, so as to save 
as many as jiossible. Then I got a 
switch nnd tried to force the others to 
keep their heads* inside the crate/. 
They didn't mind the switch very 
7nueh, and I had to give each one four 
or five good hits before it would pull in 
its head, and when I started on a new- 
head the old one would pop up again. 
\Yhen we got into St. .Toseph it was 
still raining, and every goose in the 
top crates with the exception of those 
under the coat was dead. Whether 
they died from drinking too much or 
from drinking while their necks were 
i') an unnatural position I do not 
know, but every nian^Avho has handled 
live geese knows that a thirsty goose 
in a rainstorm in a crate is as good as 
dead. I’ve never told of this peculiar- 
ity about geese without being doubted, 
but 3 ’ou just ask any poultryman if it 
isn’t true.” — N. Y. Sun. 

CARE OF LATE BROODS. 

lluiv to Make Them Profitable and 

J*uh1i Them Rapidly to Health- 
ful Maturity. 

Last year I raised 300 chirks, but 
none of them matured and gretv sorap- 

• idly as the late hatched .September 
brood, and I think it p.'irtly due to their 
generous feeds of cracked corn. Find- 
ing that these September chicks were 
crowded from the feed boards when- 
ever the older flocks were fed, I placed 
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COOP E’OR FEEDING CHICKENS. 

in their yai*d one of the coop runs, a 
triangular frame of laths, used earlier 
in the season to eonfiiie mother hens 
near their coop. 1 have a dozen of 
these runs. They are the length of a 
lath and allow little chicks free ingress 
and egress, while the mother cun but 
put her head through the slots. The 
open end of the run, 1 placed agaimst 
the yard fence and a dish of cra^-ked 
corn was constantly kept uiside which 
the larger chickens could not reach. 
The little fellow s quickly learned, w hen 
hungry, to dart between the slats of 
this run and eat their fill, safe from the 
greed of the grown flock. 

After the snow came, the run was 
placed in the henhouse, the space be- 
tween laths increased to allow free pas- 
sage of this half grown brood, and the 
dish of cracked corn constantly kept re- 
plenished. It has proved just the right 
food for this lute hatched brood, but I 
doubt if it would be a healtliy diet for 
chicks coming from the shell in hot 
w e a t h e r . — A m e r i ea u A gric u 1 1 u r i s t .

11 necessary to melt honey, melt it. 

If melted rajiidly it will be 
spoiled. 

The best way of keeping empty 
combs is to store them in boxes that are 
mice proof. 

By keeping bees in a good, thrifty 
condition at this time robbing may be 
pi-evented. 

Beeswax is a valuable product. Everj- 
partiele of comb should be rendered 
into wax. 

Buckwheat may be sown as late as 
the first week in August, and will fur- 
nish considerable honev. 

The objection to using rosin to fasten 
foundations in the frames lethal it 
will spoil the wax later on. 

There is often a considerable dif- 
ference in the amount of brood in dif- 
ferent colonies, and consequently in 
the amount of honey left in Iheir Vrood 
nest. — St. Louis Uepublic.

Children are often taught lessons 
from books before they are properly 
taught to walk, and long before they 
ire pi-operly taught to play. Play is 
held out to them, not as a natural
